There was a positive 
rumor that 


the grand jury was investigating the 
wife desertion ease of Laird Hanna, 
the local printer and base ball play- 
er, who eloped Tuesday evening with 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lewis, widow of John 
Lewis, and forsook his wife whom he 
married at Paris, Kentucky, March 
15, of this year. 


From some of the witnesses which 


were called before the grand jury it 
was thought that the grand jury had 
sidetracked the Harris case for a 
time and was probing the case 
of 


Hanna and Mrs. Lewis. 


It is said that Mrs. Hanna. the for- 


saken wife, appealed to the prosecu- 
tor and asked that he bring charges 
against her husband. It was also 
stated that Mrs. Hanna told Prose- 
cutor Cheney that she wanted her 
husband prosecuted and sent to the 
penitentiary for leaving her.as he 
did, less than two months after their 
wedding day. The Hannas came here 
from Richmond, Ky., six weeks ago. 


It is understood that a detective 


agency has been employed to chase 
down and locate 
Hauna and Mrs. 


Lewis. 
So far Mrs. Hauna has not 


appealed to the Rushville police force 
for assistance iu locating her de- 
parted husband. 


There is a story being circulated 


that the elopement of Mrs. liewis and 
Hauna may be a true romance. Mrs. 
Lewis was formerly Miss Elizabeth 
Smiley and came here 
from Ken- 


tucky eight or nine years ago. Han- 
na was also from Kentucky and it is 
pointed out that possibly the two had 
a love affair in their younger days. 


Mrs. Lewis was a highly respected 


woman and had a number of friends 
here. 
She has lived in a number of 


Rushville homes and all those ac- 
quainted with her came to her de- 
fense when they heard the story of 
her elopement. Many were loth to 
believe (hat she had really left with 
the ball player. 


Mrs. J. W. Hogsett was summoned 


to appear before the grand jury this 
morning. This was one of the rea- 
sons for the belief that the grand 
jury was investigating the Hanna- 
Lewis rase.

jleaded guilty to assaulting Knecht, 
on advice of attorneys.

The damage suit was started about

According to the plain- 
iff. when Scott c:ime over he was 
swearing and cursing and demanding 
lis calf. Knecht testified that he told 
3cott where the calf was and told him 
:o go and get it, because he wanted 
10 trouble with him. 


Heated words were passed from 


one ta the other, and according to 
ivueeht, Scott "nibbed his shoulder 
and then struck him .with a stone 
about the size of a hen's egg. Knecht 
suffered a painful wound on his lip 


said and was knocked down by 
blow. He was unconscious for a 


short time until Will Yale pulled 
Scott off. 


It will be remembered that Scott 


was indicted by the gi-and jury last 
last year, and was 
charged 
with 


Kssault and battery en Knecht as an 
outgrowth of a scrap. . Knecht's at- 
torneys produced the records as evi- 
dence to show that'Seott paid a fine 
of five dollars and cost in circuit 
court April 24, 1911, after entering 
a plea of guilty to the grand* jury 
indictment.

Mrs. Cox was visiting in Straughn at 
the time and could not -be reached by 
telephone. Friends of Royden drove 
to Straughn in an automobile Satur- 
day night and told Mrs. Cox of her 
son's condition. She left immediate- 
ly in the middle of the night for his 
bedside and arrived at the sanitorium 
about three o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Mrs. Cox was 
at his bedside 


when he died.

of young friends in Rushville who be- 
moan hi.s demise. He was a young 
man of pleasing disposition and of 
likeable ways. He was a member of 
the Kappa Alpha Phi high school fra- 
ternity.

The Eight Detegates-at-Large Elected 


on Rflbsevett Slate Through Blunder 
of Permitting Nine Names on Taft 
Slate Have Been Relinquished by the 
Colonel, Who Does Not Want Them 
Under the Circumstances. 


. Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 2.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has renounced his 
claim to the eight delegates-at-large 
to the Republican national convention 
•who were elected for him in Massa- 
chusetts Tuesday. 
He telegraphed 


that he did not want them under the 
circumstances. He sent a statement 
to this effect to each of the delegates ' 
by wire. Those who have been near , 
the colonel on his trips and heard his 
vehement denunciation of delegates 
elected for Taft by what he has charg- 
ed as the grossest fraud, trickery and 
deceit, were not in great measure sur- 
prised that the colonel should shake 
off entirely any delegates elected for 
him in an open primary about which 
there is open doubt. 


YThen Colonel Roosevelt heard that 


his eight Massachusetts delegates-at- 
large were in open rebellion against 
his bull of excommunication and were 
all agreed that they'd stick, he ex- 
claimed: 
"I meant every word that 


I said and shall do everything possi- 
ble to see that my request is heeded." 


It is strongly apparent from the 


colonel's joyousness that the extreme 
closeness of the Massachusetts vote 
he considers a clear and decisive vic- 
tory for the Roosevelt cause. 
Some- 


one'aglted tlie colonel If be was pleas- 
ed. "Well, how do I look? Do I look 
discouraged? Do I deem about to be- 
come a. physical wreck through nerv- 
ous breakdown?" and the Roosevelt 
laugh, that shakes in every muscle, 
rippled over the colonel from slouch 
hat to riding boots. 


•The Roosevelt men feel that the 


vote in Massachusetts clinches the 
nomination for the colonel. But he'll 
fight as hard as ever for the rest of 
the states where primaries are to be 
held. He goes to Maryland tonight. 


The colonel's renunciation of the 


Massachusetts delegates adds

strength to his position, his followers 
contend.

Roosevelt Delegates Not Inclined to 


Forego Victory. 


Boston, May 2.—Despite the orders 


issued from Oyster Bay that they vote 
for President Taft in the Chicago con- 
vention; because the real will of the 
people as expressed in the preferen- 
tial vote was that Taft delegates be 
chosen, the eight Roosevelt delegates- 
at-large chosen In Tuesday's primary 
are going to stand pat. That is the sit- 
uation today. Whatever action these 
delegates take in the matter will be 
entirely on their own individual re- 
sponsibility. They are not going to 
act jointly, although at Srst they de- 
cided to stand together by their 
pledge for Roosevelt. 
Later, when 


they heard of the colonel's demand 
that they support Taft, they tore up 
the agreement and each will go It on 
his own hook. 


A general recount of the votes will 


be asked by General Champlin on the 
ground that the real choice of the peo- 
ple is not expressed in the returns 
from the election officers, and that a 
second inspection of the ballots is nec- 
essary to determine the extent of the 
Seiberlich blunder.

Many Persons Killed and Much 


Property Destroyed. 


ONION KING'S RANCH WIPED DOT 


Among the Valuable Properties De- 


stroyed Was That of J. H. D^avis, the 
Millionaire 
Onion Grower — Wide 


Area Between Laredo and Green 
Was Swept by Tornado and Cloud- 
burst, and Death List Will Be Large. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 2.—Sweep- 


Ing over the Rio Grande river country 
near North Laredo last night, a cy- 
clone and cloudburst killed at least 
ten persons, injured a score of others 
and destroyed farm buildings over a 
wide area. Telegraph and telephone 
wires were levelled between Laredo 
and Green, and news of the disaster 
was late in getting into Laredo and 
this city. 


Among the known killed is Grover 


Nye, a wealthy planter of North Lare- 
do. Three women and children were 
killed in the house adjoining Nye's 
property. The extensive ranch prop- 
erty of J. H. Davis, the millionaire 
onipn king of Texas, was completely 
swept away. The Davis family was 
not at home, and how many of the em- 
ployes were killed or injured could not 
be learned. 
The tornado from the 


south of Laredo, on the Mexican side, 
swept over Laredo and struck North 
Laredo. The wind was accompanied 
fcy a downpour which amounted to a 
cloudburst in intensity and power. Be- 
tween North Laredo and Sanchez a 
large section of the International rail- 
way line was washed out.

trains with doctors, nurses and wreck- 
ing crews were hurried from Laredo 
and Green, and couriers' returning 
from these trains report the destruc- 
tion of -every plantation building be- 
tween North Laredo and Sanchez. At 
Mlnera, a small mining village, houses 
were blown down and many injured.
